Coalition Uptight — 
Over Court Decision

For Rose Maynard, chair- 
person of the Ohio 
Coalition Against the 
Death Penalty, the recent 
U.S, Supreme Court ruling 
overturning Ohio's capital 
punishment law is like the 
proverbial 
bread: better than nothing 
but not nearly enough. 

“Certainly, the Coalition 
and other opponents of 
capital punishment are 
elated over this significant 
victory,” Maynard said in 
an interview recently. “At 
the same time, We are 
disheartened that the High 
Court did not abolish the 
death penalty in America 
once and for all time to 
come.” 


In a decision han 
down “July 3, the” Cook 
voted 7-1 to reveree.the 
death sentences of 
Lockett of Akron and Willle 
Lee Bell of Cincinnati, 
declaring that the Ohio law 
was _unconstitutionally 
restrictive. Justice William 
Brennan was ill and did 
not take part in the 
decision. 

The majority declared 
that Ohio's statute violated 
the Eighth Amendment's 
prohibition against “cruel 
and unusual punishment” 
because it did not allow 
judges adequate discretion 
to consider mitigating cir- 
cumstances before im- 
posing the death penalty. 

Only one of the justices - 
- Thurgood Marshall, the 
only black on the panel — 
held that the death alty 
is cruel and unusual in and 
of itself. 

Already, some members 
of the Ohio islature 
have indicated their desire 
to enact a ‘new death law 
that will conform to the 
Supreme Court's 
guidelines. Ohio Atty. Gen. 
William J. Brown, who is 
campaigning for re- 
election to a third’ term,

Citizens’ Group Urged 
To Halt Sawyer Decay 


The possibility of a 
citizens’ advisory com- 
mittee. to prevent further 
physical and moral decay 
at Sawyer Manor and 
Sawyer Towers was 
discussed last week at 
Neighborhood House by 
representatives of the 


Columbus Metropolitan 
Housing Authority 
(CMHA), the Neigh- 
borhood Development 


Corp. (NDC), area chur- 
ches and the public and 
private sectors. 

The meeting was called 
jointly by CMHA and NDC 
to discuss prob of the 
14 year old public housing 
project as construction 
nears completion for, 
NDC's $11.8 million Mt. 
Vernon Plaza, a_ rock's 
throw away from the 
Sawyer units. NDC director 
William Potter chaired the 
int session, 

CMHA. director Steve 
Bollinger admitted that 
CMHA has been negligent 
in dealing with problems of 
crime, vandalism -and 
irresponsible tenants, 
apologized for the past, 
and outlined corrective ac- 
tions programs initiated in 
thé past few months. 

‘He noted that CMHA 
staff has increased from 
210 to 380 in the past 
seven months and that 
only a few of the new em- 
ployees were housed in 
the administrative offices. 

Bollinger noted that the 
additional CMHA sstaff 
members have allowed the 
agency to beef up security, 
maintenance, ground- 
skeeping, and 
management aspects of 
the CMHA operation. 

Of the .170 new em- 
ployees he said, 150 are 
funded through the Com- 
prehensive Employment 
and Training Act (CETA) 
manpower program, 
operated by the Columbus 
Community Services Dept. 
(The U.S. Congress is 
currently in the throes of 
thrashing out legislation 
which authorizes. the 
existence of the CETA 
— after Sept. 30, 
1978) 

_ Bollinger acknowledged 


that it woulda take input 
from the total community 
to channel positive change 
in the total environment 
surrounding Sawyer and 
Mt. Vernon Plaza. 

He urged area ministers, 
social service agencies 
and representatives of the 
public and private sector 
join together to form an 
advisory unit to deal with 
the problems and im- 
plement solutions. 

Of special concern of 
those at the meeting was 
the relocation of so-called 
undesirables who have 
been evicted from Sawyer 
units and possibly 
relocated at other public 
hosuing projects. 

CMHA authorities ad- 
mitted that it was possible 
that they were relocated in 
other units. 

“We are here to redeem 
man and redeem the city,” 
said Rev. Leon Troy, of the 
Second Baptist Church, 
who urged the committee 
to take a positive approach 
to the problems and 
solutions.

. James W. Rankin, (D-Cincinnati), who 

in Christ Hospital at the age of 52, was 
somewhat like Dr. Martin L. King Jr., in that he too 
had a dream that did not come true during his 
lifetime. 


Dr. King’s dream that some day black and white 
children would together, eat together, etc. etc., 
was shared wing world in his historical speech at . 
Lincoin Memorial in Washington, D.C. 

Rankin’s dream, which he often shared with this 
writer in the chambers of the Ohio House, was that 
some day, he would see a black woman serving in the 
Ohio Legislature. He felt 80 strenght about this dream 
that he suggested that he would willing to give up 
his House seat if he was assured that a black woman 
would be named as his successor. 

Whether he ever discussed his dream with his 
colleagues or Party leaders, is open to 
question, but it was one of his favorite conversation 
pieces when talking about politics with yours truly. 

And since he has been removed from office by the 
inevitable, death, it would be a tena tet bg to his 
memory if the Hamilton County ratic leaders 
would fulfill.one of his most fondest dreams. ‘ 

Perhaps the party will follow the lead Republicans 
took several years — when the late A. Bruce 
McClure, also a black Cincinnatian died while serving 
in the Ohio House. McClure, like Rankin, had been 
nominated to succeed himself when he died of can- 
cer. The Hamilton County Repulican Party chose his 
wife, Mrs. A. Bruce McClure to replace him on the 
ballot. She was defeated by a Democrat in the Novem- 
ber. general election. 

The Democrats are in an excellent position to make 
history repeat itself by naming Mrs. James W. Rankin 
to succeed her late husband on the baliot in Novem- 
ber. Success in such a venture, would not only be a 
fasting tribute to his -memory,it would dramatically 
fulfill a dream of a long and faithful public servant 


that was only a faint mirage during his lifetime. 
“Incidentally, Rankin's death-due to pneumonia, was 


a fate two black Cincinnati state representatives suf- 
fered in — 8 McClure in the early 1960's and 
the Rev. David D. Turpeau, who died:in the late 1950's 
while holding seats in the Ohio House. Both were 
Republicans. McClure, an attorney, succeeded Tur- 
peau and was serving his third term when his career 
was terminated by cancer. 

Another distinguished black Cincinnati politician, 
Jesse L. Locker, was also fatally stricken while 
holding a high diplomatic position. He suffered a fatal 
heart attack while serving as Ambassador to Liberia, 
W. Africa. 

A few rs later, yet another black Cincinnatian, 
Judge William Lovelace, expired while in office. 
Locker was nominated for the ambassadorship by the 
late U.S. Senator Robert A. Taft and was appointed by 
President Eisenhower. Lovelace became the first 
Hamilton County black judge when appointed by Gov. 
James A. Rhodes.

Bakke Decision Has Positives 


Why the great rush to interpret the Supreme Court's 
Bakke decision as being bad for blacks? “We Lose” 
headlines in the black press and gleeful “Bakke 
Wins" headlines in the majority press both miss the 
point-of the decision. 

| don’t think the Court should have turned down the 
admissions program at the University of California at 
Davis, but it did. The real importance of the decision 
however, was not the striking down of a single 
program, but the Court's affirmation that race may_be 
used as a factor in admissions programs. 

Not only did the Court give its constitutional 
blessings to the kinds of affirmative action programs 
in effect in nearly all of our nation’s educational and. 
employment institutions, but it clarified the limits of 
such programs. By setting such boundaries, the 
Court’s action should result in increased use of affir- 
mative action programs. “ 

In the larger context, then, whether Bakke gets into 
the school of his choice or whether the University's 
program is upheld or not becomes less important than 
the preservation of the principle of affirmative action 
programs that use race as a factor in allocating en- 
trance to schools. 

Sure, it would have been a lot better if the Court 
upheld the admissions system in question. it almost 
did just that. Four justices would have approved the 
University’s program as constitutional. The swing 
judge in the 5-4 decision, Justice Powell, didn't go 
along. 

Justice Powell rejected rigid racially-based affir- 
mative action programs but went out of his way to cite 
some examples of successful rams that meet the 
Court's standards of constutionality. In effect he was 
saying: “Look, you can't do it this way, but here’s an 
example of how you can give minorities preference.” 
So the Court’s majority, in rejecting one such 
program, gave most present affirmative action 
programs its seal of approval. 

So blacks and minorities didn't “lose” the Bakke 
Case. We may not have won the victory we wanted, 


but we averted the defeat that would truly have

affirmative action.
